ing inſtruRted by them, thar it was meritorious to 
coozen an Hereticke, as they account all Prore- 
tants) defrauded his brother, and would cometo

-ation of cheſe Hypocrites,on whom he beſtowed 
liberal Almes;giuing them many faire pictures for 
cheir Church, and a Horſe of 20. wit-re price, 
to ferch home their prouifionsto the Houſe, be- 
fides divers Other things: whilſt in the meane time 
his brother was vndone, and could get nothing at 
his hands by law, in regard he was a Proteſtant.
